nary 17th, of which every member ha 
notice of the time ami business to b 
transacted, the following

unanimously passed: "Resolved, Tha 
In the opinion of the Lowell board 
trade, tho railroad tracks on the east 
erly side of the Middlesex street sta 
tlon and extending across Middlcsc 
and Thorndlke streets, should be take 
up and the railroad station on Merrl 
mack 
street 
he discontinued." W 


were appointed a committee to rcprc 
sent the board in furtherance of thl 
resolution. 
While It may seem almost superflu 


OUK lo discuss the matter further, ye 
In view of the persistent atterntps t 
distort the facts ami misrepresent th 
question, w« wish to call your alien 
tlon to several statements affecting th 
proposition. 


First: 
It Is not a measure "instltul 


ed or advocated before the city counr! 
by tho lioston and Maine 
railroad. 


The railroad company has not prer 
red any petition or made any propnsa 
whatever to the city* council. Cortal 
citizens ol T^wcll who have for year 
sought to mitigate the annoying, ex 
pensive and dangerous conditions a 
Middlesex street station thouKht the; 
saw In the recent burning of the build 
In/ .111 almost providential opportunity 
for the city t" correct a mistake whlcl 
it made c'lght years ogo In not then 
adopting the plan which the hoard o 
trade then suggested and 
advocatet 


before the city council which Is sub- 
stantially the E:.me as now prescntoi 
In more detail. They voluntarily call 
cd on the railroad officials to Inqulri 
If the company would now be willing 
!••• carry out the plan if the city de 
rired It and ivcre informed that whlli 
the railroad company would be willing 
to co-operate with the city In carrying 
out the pli« and the officials bel!eve< 
It to be entirely feasible and practica- 
ble, they were equally ready and will- 
ing to rebuild the station and carry 
out to the letter the subsisting con- 
tract nrlth the city, and would not ask 
the city to take any action whatever 
making to the abandonment of

slntlon or the modification of the con. 
trac". 
This Is precisely the attitude which 


the railroad took v.-hen tho

It Is not a proposition to 


compel tho railroad company to 
do 


awny with the two crossings and make 
the Improvement at Middlesex street 
station at llo own expense and at tho 
rame time retain the Mcrrimack street 
Elation. This, if practicable .it 
all, 


could 
only be done, by running all 


trains passenger and 
freight, 
from 


Middlesex street to the 
Mcrrimack 


street station via Western avenue. Wo 
have tho authority of Mr. Bowers, city 
engineer, for this statement 
How 


many people would take this round- 
about course when they could reach 
the main station by street cars In less 
time? It would be Impossible to secure 
the consent of the railroad to any such 
proposition, and equally Impossible to 
obtain such 
legislation 
without 
Its 


consent. The expense, the Interference 
with through traffic and the Increase 
of 
1C trains dnlly besides the freight 


trains over Fletcher street crossing 
which this plan would Involve would 
be prohibitive. Nobody believes this 
plan will ever bo adopted. 


Third: 
It Is not a schomo for tho 


benefit of the Boston & Maine railroad. 
That It will In gome measure benefit 
tho road may be assumed, else tho 
railroad would not be willing to release 
Hie city from Its joint contract (o re- 
build, maintain and furnish hunt for 


«nd purchase or tako ty eminent do- 
main, and pay for, tho necessary land, 
and grade tho same to niako room for 
an approach with teams to tho easterly 
»ldu of tho station. 


Bui the railroad officials 
probably 


know better than anyono else just how 
much benefit It will bo to them, and 
they may pafoly be trusted to look af- 
ter their own interests wisely: and if 
they arc willing to continue tho pres- 
ent contract unless tho city wishes to 
adopt the plan proposed, and that Is 
precisely what they did In 1SOS and are 
willing to do now, we think we may 
assume that them Is no bonanza for 
them In the proposition to abandon U. 


At all event". It Is none of our busi- 
ness whether they make or lose by 
the transaction. 
Having ascertained 


that the railroad will not opposo the 
legislation, the only question for the 
city council to determine Is: will the 
legislation beenllt the city of Lowell?
